Scott said he concluded from the 
transcripts that there was “not 
enough

moral 
indignation which would have been 
expected under the circumstances ” 
Asked if he was referring to 
Nixon, Scott said, “I mean by each 
of those persons (who participated 
in the conversations) according to 
what he said.” 
Pressed for who he meant when he 
referred 
to

disgusting 
performance, 
Scott 
said: 
“The 
transcripts will have to speak for 
themselves.” 
“I won’t go any further than 
that,” Scott said 
Scott said the material released a 
week ago today by the White House 
showed “the President is frequently 
urging others to get the story out,” 
but added he thought the transcripts 
were “very confused.” 
“1 am enormously disturbed that 
there was not enough showing of 
moral indignation which would have 
been 
ex p ect ed 
under

circumstances,” Scott said. 
“I think the transcripts represent 
a shabby, disgusting and immoral 
performance.” 
White House officials have made 
clear they believe the President has 
provided to the House Judiciary

volley of specific money questions 
at 
Teleprompter 
Corp. 
on 
a 
consultant’s advice, to assess the 
need for a subscriber rate hike of 
from $4.50 to $6.50 monthly asked 
recently in both Lompoc and Santa 
Maria. 
Harold E. Horn, regional director 
of the Cable Television Information 
Center, told the group that the 
company’s recent $300,000 system 
moderation was “quite favorable” 
but that new and rebuilt cable 
systems typically run in the red for 
a few years before becoming very 
lucrative. 
The Lompoc branch of the New 
York-based 
cable 
concern, 
the 
largest in the country, justified its 
March 25 rate hike request with 
figures showing that it would lose 
$82,837 this year in Lompoc. 
Horn said that the figures given by 
Teleprompter weren’t enough, that 
much more data is needed. 
Evidence for or against possible 
“milking” practices is some of the 
key 
data, 
he 
indicated. 
These 
figures, Horn said, would include 
details of “how much money goes 
back to the parent company. That 
could be of great importance to 
you.” Horn cited other critical 
accounting areas. 


The 
average 
cable 
monthly 
suscriber rate in the country, the 
consultant said, is $5.40 But this 
means nothing without reference to 
particular systems, he added, and 
“the fact that you are receiving 
signals by microwave is more 
expensive than other systems.” 
Horn also stressed a need to allow 
rates to provide enough of a reward 
to preserve the incentive in a chancy 
trade. “This is a very very risky 
business enterprise 
because of 
developing these other services that 
aren’t proven,” he said. 
The other services Horn was 
referring to broadly include public 
a cc e ss 
channels, 
two-way 
capabilities, 
multi-channel 
development, pay TV and others. 
These, and not subscribers, Horn 
said, stand to make the cable 
fortunes of the future. 
Local origination is sluggish in 
cable TV throughout the country, 
Horn reviewed, perhaps because of 
the general slump of the industry 
due to a host of economic bugbears. 
So, 
he 
added, 
is 
cable 
TV 
advertising, 
where 
allowed 
in 
franchises, since programming and 
system penetration is down. 
But Lompoc is over 98 per cent 
wired into the Teleprompter system 
and some 88 per 
cent of these 
residences subscribe to and watch 
the system. This, Horn said, means 
that this area would prove fertile as 


cable advertising market. 
Horn added that many multiple 
system operating companies now 
consider local programming no 
more than overhead. Committee 
Chairman E. C. Stevens, Lompoc s 
mayor, 
reiterated 
that 
local 
programming 
remains a prime 
interest of the city. 
Teleprompter 
representatives 
will be invited to a subsequent cable 
panel meeting to answer the quests 
issued today. Then, the rate hike 
matter and the whole broad question 
of local cable TV will go before the 
City Council and the public in a 
series of required public hearings. 
Horn promised that the Cable 
Information Center, a non-profit 
advisory group funded by the Ford 
and other foundations, could further 
aid the city. His visit to Lompoc cost 
the city only his mileage from San 
Francisco. 
Beyond 
the 
cable 
industry’s 
present lulled era, Horn foresaw 
world wide satellite hook-ups and 
beefed up cable systems capable of 
providing, for example, as many as 
12 new TV networks, some catering 
to very specialized audiences. 


But all this seemed far away this 
morning, as the six member city 
committee forged through stacks of 
data in search of a very local, 
though still perhaps innovative, 
solution.

the ground at famed Sam 
Goldwyn Studios Monday,

It was one of Hollywood’s 
worst studio fires since 1958

A force of 250 firemen 
fought the blaze Monday, 
which broke out in Studio 5 
during the filming of the 
children’s show “ Sigmund 
and the Sea Monsters” in 
which one of the monsters 
was about to emerge from a 
cave. 
Suddenly, smoke began to 
belch from the cave and 
flames shot out.

As 
President 
Nixon 
predicted, 
the 
release of some 1,200 pages of transcripts 
of Watergate tapes has subjected him to 
“ embarrassment, 
speculation 
and 
ridicule’* by his opponents. 


The question then remains: Why, after 
having at long last gone this far, the 
President 
insured 
a 
continuing 
confrontation with the House Judiciary 
Committee by refusing to turn over the 
tapes themselves? By so doing, instead of 
writing a dramatic 
finish to Watergate 
once and for all and confounding his 
enemies, he has only engendered new 
suspicions that even now something is 
being held back and that the whole truth 
about his involvements in or knowledge of 
the Watergate coverup has not yet been 
told. 


Only by hearing the actual tapes, by 
comparing them with the White House 
transcripts and having them subjected to 
examination by electronics experts, can 
the 
members 
of 
the 
impeachment

investigating 
com m ittee 
satisfy 
themselves, and in turn the American 
public, 
that 
the 
transcripts 
are 
an 
accurate and complete rendering 
The 
compromise 
offered 
by 
the 
President, to permit committee chairman 
Peter Rodino and ranking Republican 
member Edward Hutchison, to come to 
the White House and verify the transcripts 
against the tapes, is, like everything else 
he has done the past year, too little and too 
late. 
The administration is now taking a hard 
stand — no more information will be 
furnished concerning Watergate. 
This hard stand can only accelerate the 
extreme price he is paying — the loss of 
respect and confidence of the American 
people. 
We have reached a sorry pass when it is 
not the belief in the fitness of a man for the 
office of the presidency but “ reasonable 
doubt” about his unfitness that becomes 
the qualification that enables him to 
remain in that office.

The verdict 


Concerning the exoneration of 
John Mitchell and Maurice Stans, a 
few observations: 
1) The anonymous White House 
spokesman who complained that 
Mitchell and Stans had in effect 
been held up as guilty in the public 
mind is correct. In those pocket 
collections carried about by the 
Nixon-haters, those close to Mr, 
Nixon who have pleaded guilty are 
generally elided with those who 
have simply been indicted. The point 
is made, once 
again, that an 
indictment is not a conviction. A 
point especially to stress given the 
forthcoming 
action of the House 
of Representatives. 
If ten out of every 
hundred Americans 
believe that an in­ 
dictment 
is 
tan­ 
tamount to a con­ 
viction, fifty out of 
a hundred believe 
that 
impeachment 
is the equivalent of 
conviction. 
2) My own feeling is that the 
charges against Mitchell and Stans 
were just this side of incredible, and 
— judging only from the newspaper 
accounts — I had myself concluded 
that they were not guilty. However, 
it remains technically possible that 
they were guilty, and that the jury 
responded to a number of factors 
extrinsic of the question of their 
guilt or innocence. Such things are 
not unheard of. Everyone concedes 
that sometimes innocent people are 
found guilty. By the same token, 
sometimes guilty people are found 
innocent. It is correct that they 
should be treated as though they 
were innocent. But unsafe that a 
whole set of assumptions should be 
built on the basis of the jury’s 
verdict. 
3) Most directly, there is the 
question of John Dean’s credibility. 
The reports — again anonymous — 
from the White House are nothing 
less than jubilant on the point. Not 
only were Mitchell and Stans found 
innocent, they were saying in effect, 
but Dean has been found guilty. This 
is a rigorous exercise in logic. The 
propositions would build as follows: 
If Dean was truthful, Mitchell and 
Stans are guilty. 
Mitchell and Stans are not guilty. 
Therefore, Dean was untruthful. 
But this is too easy, of course. One 
of tfie jurors was interrogated by a 
reporter. “ We started talking about 
the credibility of the witnesses and 
why they were talking now,” the 
young juror 
said. 
“ We had 
a 
reasonable doubt because of these 
witnesses because we didn’t feel the 
evidence was substantiated.” 
The reporter pursued the point: 


Did they in effect find that Dean was 
not a credible witness? 
“ I ’d rather not say . ” 


It is obvious even from these 
words that the jury, a majority of 
whom began by voting Mitchell and 
Stans guilty on several counts, 
changed 
their 
minds 
after 
examining themselves most strictly 
on the issue of reasonable doubt. 
They exonerated Mitchell and Stans 
because there was, in the jury’s 
mind, reasonable doubt concerning 
their guilt: and reasonable doubt 
about the weight of the evidence of a 
confessed perjuror. If the identical 
jury should have turned next to the 
question 
of 
whether Dean had 
committed 
a 
perjury 
in 
his 
Watergate accusations, it would not 
have been in the least inconsistent 
for the jury to have found Dean not 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. 


4) We are reminded, however, 
that there are fluctuations, jury by 
jury, in the credence given to any 
given witness. Dwight Chapin was 
convicted in part because the jury 
believed 
John 
Dean. 
The 


indictments handed down against a 
number of White House figures, 
including 
the 
wretched 
John 
Mitchell who must now stand trial 
again, are based on the theory that 
circumstantial 
evidence 
makes 
Dean's testimony plausible: so that 
the trials to come will not depend 
exclusively on his testimony merely 
because it issues out of Dean’s 
mouth 
5) Meanwhile one is reminded of 
the terrible burden of a trial of such 
complexity 
on 
the 
men 
found 
innocent. I do not know how much 
money Mitchell and Stans spent, but 
I would be surprised if it was less 
than $200,000 apiece. I find it an 
inexplicable 
outrage 
that 
men 
prosecuted by the government, and 
found not guilty by the jury, should 
be left short of the money necessary 
to defend themselves. Mitchell and 
Stans may not be the galvanizing 
agents for legislation to redress this 
incredible 
injustice, 
but 
it 
is 
injustice 
nevertheless, 
and 
one 
strains to hear the voice of the Civil 
Liberties 
Lobby 
that 
seeks 
to 
correct it. 


It almost got lost in the shuffle 
last 
week, 
but 
the 
Fourth 
Supervisorial 
District 
Advisory 
Committee for the general plan 
completed its list of long range 
goals and objectives for submission 
to the Board of Supervisors. 
A 
com m ittee 
headed by Hugh D 
Young 
and 
a 
subcommittee 
headed by William 
J. Kick put in long 
and largely unsung 
efforts assembling 
the goals. As one 
county 
planning 
official noted, one 
of 
the 
hardest 
things in the world 
to do is to interest 
the public in goals 
and objectives. 
A revised copy of the goals was 
released Monday. 
Here is a little spotlight on a few 
of the items that were finally sent 
forward. “ To encourage growth by 
orderly expansion outward in order 
to avoid the tax burdens that usually 
are the consequences of scattered 
unrelated development.” 
That would militate against spot 
zoning, for example. 
And 
another 
item: 
“ That 
adequate well planned housing be 
developed for all citizens.”

In terms of transportation the 
committee 
called 
for 
the 
development of a “ comprehensive 
county wide transportation system 
which 
will 
provide 
alternative 
fdrms of transportation for all 
residents and reduce dependence on 
the automobile.” 
Closer to home, the committee 
called for a public transit system to 
link Lompoc, Mission Hills and 
Vandenberg Village, and for the 
im provem ent 
of 
public 
transportation 
to 
Santa 
Maria, 
Santa Barbara and Santa Ynez 
Valley. 
There are a whole series of goals 
in terms of conservation and open 
space designed to protect natural 
scenic beauty, to minimize pollution 
from motor vehicles, to recycle 
wastewater, and to underground 
utilities. 
The 
co m m ittee 
also 
recommended 
that 
the 
county 
promote 
more 
parks, 
upgrade 
existing 
ones, 
and 
develop 
an 
inventory 
of 
wildlife 
and 
sanctuaries. 
There are a few recommendations 
also on the question of historical 
sites. The committee recommends 
that the county protect historical 
and 
cultural 
heritage 
and 
specifically to “ preserve integrity 
of La Purisima Mission— natural 
environment and a living mission ’” 


Social and political goals include 
such diverse factors as adequate 
representation, an effort to develop 
technical and economic efficiency 
on the part of government and to 
promote the widespread opportunity 
for all to achieve a fair share of 
wealth and income. 
In other respects the committee 
recommended that an effort be 
made to develop a “ community 
center 
for 
community 
social 
assistance,” 
and 
a 
community 
college. 
And finally the committee said 
“ Encourage 
commercial 
and 
industrial 
development 
which 
compliments 
and 
expands 
the 
existing agricultural flower growing 
and industrial activity of the area; 
and new growth which is compatible 
with the life style.”

Photo search 


It was a year ago this month I 
naively began a search for some W. 
C. Fields in Lompoc photographs. 
Today the photographs elude me, 
even though I have one in the file 
now. 
It’s noted “ Printed 
in USA (c) 
Universal 
Pictures. 
Permission 
granted 
for 
newspaper 
and 
magazine reproduction only.” But 
Universal now contends the photo 
can’t be printed until the Record 
gets permission from the beautiful 
girl sitting next to Fields on a bus 
stop bench marked “ Lompoc” in 
chipped paint. 
As everyone has probably heard, 
Fields made “ The Bank Dick” in 
Lompoc in 1941. Local citizens of the 
time were disappointed with the 
finished product. They condemned 
the movie, asserting it slandered 
Lompoc. 
Some Lompocans tried to initiate 
a movement to sue Fields and 
Universal Pictures or to force the 
company to produce a short subject 
feature 
in technicolor, 
showing 
Lompoc and the beautiful valley in 
its true light. They felt the film 
belittled Lompoc and that this 
ridicule would be seen by millions of 
movie-goers in the U.S. 
Adding 
insult 
to 
injury, 
throughout the film, Lompoc was 
pronounced Lum-pock. 
Fields’ satire touched on several 
aspects of the community. The 
Record was dubbed the Picayune 
Intelligensia, where news, or lack of 
it, was dispensed. The Black Pussy 
Cat Cafe was the local restaurant. A 
sign on the door proclaimed that it 
served the best food in town while 
tacked to the door was a note that 
read, “ Out to breakfast, Joe.” 
Lines in the film referred to the 
said citizens of Lompoc as hicks and 
dopes. Fields, being a true satirist, 
included himself in these categories 
as he played one of the local 
townspeople. 
The upshot of all this was that not 
enough force could be mustered by 
the indignant citizens to carry out 


the suit or 
send 
a 
letter 
to 
Universal. What force there was 
eventually petered out. 
My idea was to write a feature on 
the filming and the subsequent 
clamor as there are a few people 
around town who recall the events 
The story would be augmented with 
authentic photos of W. C. Fields 
with Lompoc - 1941 era- in the 
background. 
I began by trying to locate the 
photos, and that is as far as I have 
gotten: 
I called Universal in Universal 
City. The call was bounded around 
to several departments until the law 
department accepted responsibility 
for my type of request. They said 
that the Record would have to 
obtain consent from Field’s Estate 
to print his image; however, they 
could not say how to contact the 
Estate. Call the Screen Actors Guild 
for starters. 
I called the guild. It said to call 
the Academy of Arts and Sciences. I 
called and they suggested calling 
the guild o r Universal. 
Eventually, someone suggested 
calling the L A. Superior Court 
where Fields’ will was probated. 
Records indicated that Security 
First National Bank served as 
trustee of the Estate. 
I phoned the bank, which had since 
changed 
its 
name 
to 
Security 
Pacific. The clerk claimed the bank 
did not represent Fields’ Estate, but 
he would check and call back. He 
called to say the bank had served as 
trustee 
at 
one 
time, 
but 
not 
anymore. Call Jack Stanley, an 
attorney in Long Beach. 
Mr. Stanley said he represents the 
Estate 
and 
would 
present 
my 
request before Fields’ nephews and 
nieces who have formed a company 
out of Fields’ name and image. 
About a month later, he related the 
consent. I called Universal and they 
added one stipulation, each photo 
would cost $25. 
Of course, I tactfully questioned 
this fee until they said they would 


see what they could do. A few weeks 
later, 
the 
forementioned 
photo 
arrived in the mail. A note enclosed 
read that the Record would have to 
get permission from the lovely girl 
in the photo who is waiting for a bus 
and sitting next to Fields. 
They said her name was Kaye 
Sutton, but the guild only has a file 
on 
a 
Grady 
Sutton, 
who, 
incidentally, appeared in “ The Bank 
Dick.” The problem is Grady is a 
man and the girl in the photo is 
definitely a woman. 
Maybe this dead end is best. The 
photo was obviously taken in a 
movie 
lot 
in 
Hollywood, 
and 
everyone knows Lompoc lays claim 
to no bus service. 


Yesteryears 


May 1,1952 
Lompoc, Blue Ribbon band came 
through with top honors at the week­ 
end when it participated in the big 
Santa Monica Band and Orchestra 
Festival under the direction of 
Robert Rose.
